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ABSTRACT: 

PURPOSE: To create various attractive hairstyles with simple means 

and 

operation even for oneself by providing an implement with a loop- like 
hair 

passing hole 2 formed by an elastic member and an inserting portion 
integral 

therewith having a proper length for inserting into hair. 

CONSTITUTION: The hair passing hole 2 in a hairdressing implement 
1 and an 

inserting portion 3 to be inserted into hair are untedly formed as a 
plastic 

mold, and a base end 3a side of the inserting portion 3 being gently 
pointed to 

make its insertion easy. First, the hair passing portion 3 is 
inserted from 

above into the hair near an elastic band 6 at the root of a ponytail, 
then the 

bundle 5a thereof at the lower end side of the ponytail 5 is passed 
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through the 

hair passing hole 2 above. Next, while the base end 3a of the 
inserting 

portion 3 is held, the hair is pulled from the rear side of the 
plastic band 6, 

and the hairdressing implement 1 is pulled out. By so doing, the 
hairs on both 

sides of the ponytail 5 are converged at the rear central portion, 
where the 

elastic band 6 is hidden, and the hair drops from behind the rear 
central » 

portion, resulting in a lovely hairstyle. 
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
